The music was written by Emman- 
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.uel Wad, the dean of Baltimore pian- 
ists and long one of the outstanding 
musical lights of the city. 

The Baltimore Civic Opera Com- 
pany is to produce it. 

The idea that there were operatic 
possibilities in the play firct occurred 
to Greensfelder. He sought out Wad 
‘and asked him to write the music. 


The latter at first declined because 
of a somewhat. souring experience 
with opera in 1929. That year his 
'“Tagwawa,” based on American I[n- 
dian life, was accepted by the Royal 
Opera of Copenhagen, only to be side- 
tracked when there came a change 
in cabinet ministers, 

Denmark later knighted Wad in 
recognition of his work as a teacher 
and composer, but his opera was not 
staged. | 

Finally, however, he agreed to 
| write the music for “Swing Low.” 

The opera has six characters, four 
of whom are negroes. The action takes 
place in’ a dilapidated cabin some-

where in the south dsecribed in the 
libretto as farther down than North 
Carolina. 

The theme song. “Swing Low, 
Sweet Chariot,” is used to contrast 
the peaceful life of the negro with 
the tragic character of the opera.

The text of the White House state- 
ment said: 

“Creation of a temporary commit- 
tee to recommend permanent = ma- 
chinery to co-ordinate all government 
relations to American foreign trade, 
was announced today at the White 
House. 

“The report of the committee and 
final action thereon is expected with- 
in two weeks. 

“George Peek, agricultural adjust- 
ment administrator, having completed 
the organization period of the AAA, 
is designated to head this commit- 
tee as special assistant to the presi- 
dent on American trade policy. 

“The committee will include the 
members of the two departmental 
committees, the interdepartmental ad- 
visorvy board on reciprocal treaties, 
interdepartmental trade policy com- 
mittee, and such other individuals as 
Mr. Peek may select. 

“As far back as last March, in his 
discussion of the agricultural policy, 
the president discussed with Mr. Peek 
the possibility and the advisability 
of reopening foreign markets for ag- 
ricultural surpluses.

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Jurist ‘Washes Hands’ 
Of Florida Fugitive 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—(?)—Judge 
Alfred O. Erickson of the South State 
street court tonight said he “washed 
his hands” of the affairs of James A, 
La Rue, fugitive from a Florida chain 
gang. 

The judge, after espousing the 
cause of La Rue for a week, changed 
his opinion he said, when advised 
that United States bureau of crimi- 
nal investigation records. disclosed 


that La Rue was known as a ha- 
bitual criminal. 7 

The records listed arrests on 
charges of stealing an automobile; 
for burglary, and for carrying con- 
cealed weapons. La Rue fled Flor- 
ida after serving part of a five-year 
sentence for burglary. 

“La Rue lied to me,” the judge 
said tonight. “He abused my confi- 
dence and now I wash my hands of 
the whole affair. While I think that 
the punishment in his case is too 
severe, I believe all law violators 
should be punished and be made to 
pay a just penalty for crime.” 

Earlier in the day—before revela- 
tion. of the federal records—the 
judge penned an answer to Florida’s 
governor in which he commended the 
state’s executive fur dropping the 
case because it would “shut off an- 
other expose of the cruelty of the 
Florida chain gang.” 


8-Month Sentence | 


For Drunk Driver 


J. T. Barnett was given eight 
months on the chain gang, with no 
alternative, in criminal court Monday 
when Judge Jesse M. Wood sentenced 
him on two charges, one for driving 
while intoxicated and one for leaving 
the scene of an accident. This is the 
longest straight chain gang sentence 
Judge Wood has imposed since the in- 
auguration of his recent campaign to 
eliminate the evil of drunken drivers.

Recorder John L. Cone. decided 
Monday that Mr. Yagol was not “in- 
citing to riot” when he sat on a back 
pew in Holsey’s Temple at Boulevard 
and Chamberlain street and listened 
to a colored preacher solicit contribu- 
tions in behalf of the “Scottsboro” 
negroes. Charges of disorderly con- 
duct and the specific complaint anent 
the riot, were dismissed. 

The arrest of the youth was the 
only police development out of an 
incident which found the Klansmen 
quietly advising the negroes’ with 
handbills that “communism will not 
be tolerated.” 9 


Nazi Leaders Plan 


For Reichtag Session 


BERLIN, Dee. 11.—(®)—Nazi 
party leaders met tonight in a ses- 
sion preliminary to the opening of 
Chancellor Hitler’s new reichstag of 
661 hand-picked pro-government men 
Tuesday afternoon, 

Four of the parliamentariaas per- 
sonally pledged themselves by a hand 
shake to follow the chancellor. These 
men, representing 655 legislators, 
promised blindly to obey the orders 
of their chief, 

There will be only six non-nazis 
among the reichstag solons, and 
among these six only Vice Chancellor 
Franz Von Papen and Dr. Alfred 
Hugenberg, one-time chairman of the 
German national people’s party, can 
claim international fame. 

Tomorrow’s formal opening will 
consist merely of the election by ac- 
clamation of Hermann Goering, the 
larga premier, as reichstag presi- 

ent.

NEAR CONCLUSION 


Three Jurists To Pass 
Separately on Four Rate 
Reduction Orders. 


The three-judge federal court’ hear- 
ing the application of the Southern 
Bell Telephone Company for an in- 
junction restraining. the Georgia pub- 
lic service commission from putting 
its new lowered rate schedule into 
effect Monday announced that the 
court would pass separately on the 
four reduction orders affecting tele- 
phones. 

Attorneys for the commission and 
the utility Monday began presenta- 
tion of their arguments which will be 
concluded with summations by Assist- 
ant Attorney-General John T. Goree 
for the commission and E. D. Smith 
for the telephone company, today. 

The court, whic his presided over 
by Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
gave no indication Monday when a 
decision may be expected, but attor- 
néys for both sides believe that the 
three judges hearing the application 
will make a thorough study of the rec- 
ord of the commission’s investigation 
into rates and the voluminous mass of 
depositions and exhibits submitted at 
the outset of the hearing Monday be- 
fore deciding the issue. 

Utility Uses One Hour. 

The commission used the major por- 
tion of its three hours allotted for 
argument Monday and the utility used 
one of its three hours, leaving Mr. 
Goree with 30 minutes to conclude 
the argument for his side today and 
Mr. @mith two hours to complete the 
analysis for the telephone company 
today. 

In addition to Judge Sibley the 
case is being heard by Judge E. Mar- 
vin Underwood, of the district court 
of north Georgia, and Judge William 
I. Grubb, of Birmingham, who pre- 
sides over the district court of north 
Alabama. 

Judge Sibley made the announce- 
ment regarding the four separate rul- 
ings during the course of the argu- 
ment by Sanders McDaniel, one of 
counsel for the telephone company. 

‘The rulings will come on the com- 
mission’s order calling for a 25 per 
cent reduction of the station rate on 
all residential and business phones, on 
its order reducing the _ installation 
charge from $3 to $2 and increasing 
the removal charge from $1 to $2, also 
on its order reducing the extra charge 
for handsets or “French” telephones 
from 50 cents to'15 cents monthly and 
on the order reducing the extra charge 
for off the main line service from 63 
cents per quarter mile per month to 
40 cents per quarter mile per month. 

Company's Complaint. 

The telephone case is before the 
three judges sitting as a court of 
equity, the utility having charged in 
its bill of complaint and application 
for a restraining order that the rates 
reduce its income to such a point that 
it will be able to make something less 
than a 4 per cent return on its invest- 
ment, that they are confiscatory and 
that as a result of them the company 
is being deprived of its properties 
without due process of law. 

A number of small independent com- 
panies for whom the commission di- 
rected similar reductions already have 
obtaned an order from Judge Under- 
wood restraining the commission from 
putting the cuts into effect. After is- 
suance of the injunction the commis- 
sion withdrew the order affecting the 
small companies and announced that 
it would reopen their cases. Hearings 
are scheduled for next week. The 
Southern .Bell’s formal application to 
Judge Underwood was denied. 

The court of equity Monday was 
presented with a 2,500-page pamphlet 
containingethe transcript of the com- 
mission’s hearings regarding the 
Southern Bell, as well as hundreds 
of pages of depositions and exhibits. 
These, with the arguments of counsel, 
are to be considered by the court. 

Under the law the company has both 
opening and closing argument, Mr. 
McDaniel opening for the Southern 
Bell. The Atlanta attorney, using 
figures showing the company’s busi- 
ness and operating income for the first 
eight months of this year to show that 
if the reduced rate remains in effect 
it will earn about 3.75 per cent re- 
turn on its investment. 

Business Increase Claimed. 

Attorneys Hugh Howell and Allen 
Post and Assistant Attorney-General 
Goree, combating assertions .of the 
utility counsel, declared that the eight- 
month period ending August 31 was 
not an evarege period and thht the 
court shoulf not consider it normol 
in deciding on the rates. The attor- 
neys for the commission asserted that 
while the company showed losses of 
subscribers running as high as 1,000 
a month during that period, it already 
has shown an increage, these increases 
averaging 600 a month during the last 
several months. 

Judge Sigley took a keen interest in 
the contract between the Southern 
Bell and the Western Electric Com- 
any for equipment and the contract 
re ia the phone company -and its 
parent company, the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company, whereby 
the Southern Bell pays the A. T. &. T. 
about $100,000 a year for “managerial 
fees.” 

“As I understand it the A. T. & T. 
owns all but three shares of the stock 
of the Southern Bell,” the judge com- 
mented. “Yet by this contract the 
Georgia company pays it, in addition 
to dividends, about $100,000 a year 
for managerial assistance. I always 
thonght that the president and other 
officers were paid to manage a com- 

I never before heard of stock- 

getting paid for managerial 

advice. They always seem willing to 

give that without charge in order that 

their company be able to pay divi- 
dends.”

CLEANING PRICE 


‘Prospect of Punishment 


for Alleged Code Viola- 
tions Seen on Wane. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(?)—A 
restudy of prices fixed under the 
cleaners’ and dyers’ code was prom- 
ised tonight by NRA with indica- 
tions that few if any of those now 
violating them will be punished, but 
with a definite warning that whatever 
levels are finally determined upou 
will be enforced. 

The promise of-a new study came 
from Arthur D. Whiteside after sev- 
en hours of public hearing had de- 
veloped that most of the numerous 
violations now reported were a result 
of a struggle between purely cash and 
carry cleaners and old-line establish- 
ments maintaining deliveries. 

He said if possible a decision 
would be rendered by Friday, but did 
not indicate whether revision could 
be looked for. 

Frankly, almost defiantly, witnesses 
came up and said they were abiding 
by the code in every respect but 
prices, and that to observe the 65-cent 
to 95-cent minimums now in force 
would drive the cash and carries out 
of business. 

Many who have been maintaining 
the fixed prices said their business 
had slumped alarmingly already. Most 
vigorous of all, Isador Paul, of New 
York, president of the National Re- 
tail Dry Cleaners’ and Outlet Asso- 
ciation, who admitted he had led a 
revolt against the prices, contended 
that no relief could have been obtain- 
ed otherwise in time to save many of 
the businesses involved. Most speak- 
ers wanted a price fixed 15 to 20 
per cent lower than that for delivery 
service. 

The opposing side had as chief 
spokesman N. J. Harkness, of the 
National Association of Cleaners and 
Dyers, who called the typical cash 
and earry business a “child of the 
depression,” thriving on low prices, 
low wages and sweating of labor, un- 
economically low rents, poor service 
to the customer and making the most 
of “depression psychology.” 

The hearing was one of the most 
extraordinary ever held by NRA, In 
the auditorium of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States were 
packed hundreds of cleaners who at 
the slightest provocation burst. forth 
into a din or applause or booing.

Prosecution of beer dealers who 
“fudge” on the city by selling beer of 
a higher alcoholic content than the 
3.2 per cent by weight or the 4 per 
cent by volume brew allowed under the 
city ordinance, Monday was asked of 
Chief of Police T. O. Sturdivant by 
Mayor James L. Key in a letter draw- 
ing attention to complaints that a 
more potent brew than authorized is 
being sold. 

Mayor Key wrote Chief Sturdivant 
that the city ordinance permits the 
sale of 3.2 per cent beer but does not 
authorize sale of a beer having a 
higher alcoholic content. Mayor Key 
said that 3.2 per cent beer is non-in- 
toxicating and does not harm, but that 
the bars will not be let down for the 
sale of stronger stuff until the state 
bone-dry act is repealed. Council's en- 
aetment of the 3.2 per cent beer ordi- 
nance was upheld by juries which re- 
fused to convict sellers of the brew 
under the state law.

25, charged with shooting and killing 
George Smith, another negro, and 
wounding a negro woman.

Winn, who has been employed in 
the photostat department of the coun- 
ty clerk’s office for several years, has 
devoted much time during the past 
decade to the study of this new pro- 
fession, and his services have been 


commanded in many criminal cases 
in Georgia and neighboring states. 

“Correct ballistic tests are abso-
